* Newgate Calendar, published in 
London In 1777, may be found this 
entry, “ So dangerous an Individual 
to the kingdom as this man, Aitken, 
perhaps, never existed. 
Confession 
and repentance can hardly soften 
the abhorrence felt on the contem­ 
plation of the extent of his crimes. 
Aitken, 
that 
universally 
detested 
character, during the progress of 
his public ruin and desolation, had 
gone by several names— a plan gen­ 
erally adopted in a long course of 
villainy.” 
Thus did old England 
pour out the vials of her wrath 
against 
the 
young 
patriot 
who 
waged a one-man war against the 
enemy and who all but succeeded in 
crippling the “ Mistress of the Seas.” 
The son of a Scotch blacksmith, 
Jam es Aitken came to America at 
the age of nineteen to enlist in tile 
fight for liberty. He was a member of 
the Boston Tea Pa rty and after the 
Revolution opened he decided that 
lie could best serve the patriot cause 
by striking a blow where it would 
count most— at Great Britain ’s sea 
power. 
Ile went to England in 1770 
and from August to November of 
that year wtendered from one port 
to atioi lier.

canister 
tilled with spirits at the bottom and 
tit11*iJ with matches and candle to 
ignite rlit'tn— he succeeded in put­ 
ting tire to tin? rope house at Ports­ 
mouth. although the attempt on the 
hemp bouse failed.
